«© Since my lait to you, his Majeity Ship the Bridg 
water is come to this Place, who convoyd his Royal 
Highnefs from Holland; the following is the Scuilors 
Accgunt of their Paffige home. We camie to Sea out of 
Holland with a fine fair Wind, about Fait; bot when we 
wore at Sea, the Dutch Pilots order’d and tleer’d a wreng 
and bad Courfe, which Ignorance brought his Royal 
Highneis and all of us into great Danger of Drowning, 
among the Shoals and bad hard Banks tat lie off Denkark 
and Gravelin. ‘he Yacht was in fourteen Feet Water ; 
and Capt. Knowles, in the Man of War, flruck upon the 
Polder, which lies about eight Miles from Gravelin. 
When the Ship ftrack the Ground the Pilots were greatly 
furprized, and had faid a little before that they expected to 
fee the North Yoreland Light. Ji it had prov’a a hard 
Gale of Wind, and thick Weather, we had ali been 
drown’d, or had been run afhore near Gravelin in half an 
Hour more running the fame Courie, and fo been made 
Prifoners in France. What acrucl hard Thing would this 
have been, for our noble great Prince to have been drowu'd, 


or made Prifoner, through their great Miftake and Igno- 


rance? When it was Daylight, that we faw the French 
Shore fo near us, one of them wasvery greatly confouuded, 
and the Captain blamed his Conduét.”

“| Tam very forry I loft the firit Opportunity of Writing.
